Ornamental Trees. 


To the Editor of the Whig and Courier . 


As this is the season for transplanting orna- 


mental trees, a lew remarks respecting the meth- 
od of doing it may not be unprofitable nor unin- 
teresting. 


I notice as I have passed through the streets 


of the city, a large number of dead trees which 
have been transplanted on previous seasons; 
many are being taken up and others substituted 
for them 
1 also observe that whever trees have 


been set out on previous years the appearance 
of the trees indicate two or three prunings and 
resettingB, making, I.should think, at least one 
in thtee of all the trees set, that die. There is, 
n this, a vast deal of labor lost, besides injuring 
:he beauty and evenness of growth ol the trees. 
Permit me to lay down a lew simple rules for 
transplanting trees, which if followed as far as 
practicable, not more than one in ten or twelve 
need be lost. 


In the first place, then, do the work with your 


own hands, or employ no one whom yoM cannot 
depend upon to tollow your directions 


Great care should be taken when the tree is 


taken up from its original soil to preserve as far 
as possible all the roots, and in particular all the 
small fibrous roots, they being the arteries winch 
teke up its nourishment from the earth and car- 
ry it to the mam trunk of the tree, as the small 
aitenes in the human system are the instruments 
which carry the blood to every part of the body. 
The large roots are of but little use if all the 
small fibrous roots are stripped off 
Do not, by 


any means, if you would have your tree live.cut 
off the roots within two feet of the t r u n k , it 
is better to dig a little farther 
and 
take
